HOURS OF LABOR. 


ID an article entitled the "Hours of 


Labor" in tho North American Keview 
tor May, Mr. Edward Atkinson arrives at 
tho conclusion that tho organization 
going on in the ranks ot labor is a sign 
ot progress and enlightenment, and, save 
where the power is ^exerted in violence, 
must lead to good results. He holds 
that the combination of labor is salutary 
because it fprotects labor from capital 
and thu9 enables .each workman to de- 
velop his individuality or ability to pro- 
duce the things on whioh ho must sub 
sist. But to go beyond this, to try to 
regulate the Shears of labor by etste 
legislation 
or 
by

ing them of the freedom ot contract, 
He Bays that though many efforts have 
been made of late years to shorten the 
hours of labor, little has been done, ex- 
cept in a minor way. These effects were 
special rather thau general; and tho 
statute relative to children in factories 
was an instance. 
Mr. Atkinson states 


that in 1S40 the earnings of the average 
factory operative, man, woman and child 
m the cotton mills of Now England were 
S175 per annum in compensation for 
from thirteen to fourteen hours work 
daily. Since then, there has beec a Ron- 
oral redacting in the working hours aud 
an increase in wages, until at tbe present 
time, there are certain factories in winch 
the average wages ptiJ are from $285 to 
S290 per year tor 10,'i hourj work daily. 
"This change has beuuelVocred with little 
regard to statutes," eays tbe writer. "A 
very large number of the most intelligent 
employers of labor in factories having long 
since reached the conclusion that there 
was no profit to themselves in excessive 
hours of work and no benefit to their 
working people m fie long run, even if a 
little higher wages be earned iu long 
hours as compared to short.

the most intelligent employers only work 
10 hours by their own choice,"
